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British Open All-Out Assault 
On Big Madagascar Naval Base 


Planes, Warships, 
Parachute Troops 


Used For Assault

LONDON, May 5.—(BUP)—British air squadrons, war- 
ships and Commando-trained assault troops using light 
armored units were reported hammering at the big naval 
base of Diego Suarez on Madagascar tonight after Vichy 
French commanders declared they would “fight to the end,” 
in defence of the island. 


British: parachute troops descended on the strategic 
island naval base as Commandos attacked from the rear 
and airplanes and warships joined in the assault, Vichy 
reporte said. 


The British forces, landing on Courier Bay, at the north- 
ern arrowhead tip of Madagascar, captured a French bat- 
tery and reportedly sank a submarine and a 
small naval vessel in the opening phase of 
fighting. Two British planes were shot down, 
according to Berlin broadcasts, which also 
said the British used parachute troops. 

“Diego Suarez naval base was attacked 
by strong air forces,” the Vichy official radio 
said. ‘Attacks also were carried out by large 
naval forces.”

Governor Refuses To Surrender 


It appeared that the British had taken positions on both 
sides of the northern tip of the island, sending Commando 
forces ashore at Courier Bay to attack the naval base from 
the rear and hammering at it from the air and the sea at the 
&.me time. 

An opportunity was given the French Governor-Gen- 
eral, Leon Annet, to surrender but, according to dispatches 
from Vichy, he refused and replied: 

“We shall defend the island until the end.” 


The British were reported by the Berlin radio to have 
two cruisers, four destroyers, two troops transporte and 
probably an aircraft carrier involved in the attack. It was 
the German radio, too, which said the British used armor- 
ed forces in crossing the isthmus from Courier Bay to at- 
tack the nayal base from the rear. 


The resistance was under direct orders from Vichy, 
where a government statement said the British attack was 
“odious aggression”. The French statement rejected the Un. 
ited States note warning that any warlike act against Brit- 
ain would be against all the United Nations.

VICHY, May 5. — (AP) — Un- 
identified planes flew over Vichy 
and Clermont-Ferrand early to- 
day, dropping observation flares 
and propaganda leaflets. 

LONDON, May 5.—(CP) 
—Great new R.A.F. bombers 
ranging as much as 600 miles 
over enemy territory attack- 
ed the huge Skoda armament 
works at Pilsen last night for 
the second time in 10 days, | 
struck in force at Stuttgart, a | 
major manufacturing city in| 
southwest Germany, and 
raided the docks of German- 
occupied Nantes. 

Then resuming their day 
sweeps, R.A.F. fighter squadrons 
sped over the straits toward the 
French coast early this afternoon 
at great heights. 

A squadron of Stirlings, heavy 
four-motored craft capable of carry- 
ing eight tons of explosives each, 
was sent on the long foray against 
poterss works in old Czechoslov- 
akia. 


IMPRESSIVE RAIDS 

It was the second time the new 
Stirling bombers had attacked Pil- 
sen, which was bombed April 25. 

The air ministry gave no details 
of the results of the new raids, but 
air experts, noting they were car- 
ried out in the face of unfavorable 
weather and enemy opposition with 
the loss of only three bombers, call- 
ed’ the night's work “one of the 
R.A.F.'s most impressive achieve- 
ments.” 

Many bombers made up the 


raiding armada, which the air 
ministry described only as a 
strong force. 


The R.A-F. bagged four German 
planes during the night. A “Fly 
Cop” Czech flight lieutenant got 
three of them. Flying over three 
German airfields in the R.A.F. tac- 
tic of waylaying German raiders as 
they return to home base, this pilot 
was credited with shooting down 
three of six Heinkels he encounter- 
ed over one airdrome in Northern 
France. He used a _ four-cannon 
Hurricane plane. 

The fourth plane was shot down 
off the south coast, which the Ger- 
mans raided. 

The air ministry communique told 
of other attacks. 

“Aircraft of the fighter command 
attacked enemy air fields in| 
France,” it said. “Coastal com- 
mand aircraft attacked shipping off 
the coast of Holland and Norway 
and bombed the Mandal (Norway) 
airdrome.” 

British long-range guns, ap- 
parently shelling a nazi convoy 
in Dover Strait or French shore 
objectives, fired spasmodically 
for 114 hours early today. Their 
flashes illuminated the English 
coast, R.A.F. planes, perhaps on 
reconnaissance, were heard cross- 
ing the channel at the same time. 

The fresh aerial blow at Ger- 
many was another in a new series 
started Sunday night after weather 
conditions had restricted bombing 
operations for 72 hours.

ducing a farm mortgage was dis- 
missed with costs today by the 
Supreme Court of Canada. 

Canada Permanent held a first 
mortgage on the property of John 
Cheese, a farmer in Saskatchewan, 
on which the sum of $689 was due 
Nov. 1, 1939. Cheese asked the 
Board of Review to formulate a 
proposal for composition of his 
debts, 

Among other debts reduced, the 
amount of the mortgage held by 
Canada Permanent was reduced to 
$400, to be spread over a period of 
10 years, payable in 10 equal con- 
secutive annual instalments with 
interest at six per cent, Cheese to 
deliver to the corporation a one- 
third share of crop lease covering 
the land for the years 1941, 1942 and 
1943. 

Canada Permanent valued the 
land and buildings at $1,400 and 
the Board of Review at $1,122. 

Canada Permanent appealed to 
the Court of Appeal of Saskatche- 
wan which dismissed the application 
with costs, holding that the Board 
of Review had the necessary juris- | 
diction to act as it did. An appeal | 
was then taken to the Supreme| 
Court of Canada, which today dis- 
missed also the appeal. 
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Angered Vichy 
Orders Defence 
Of Madagascar

VICHY, France, May 5—(UP) 

—Pierre Laval's Vichy govern- 

ment, angered by what is called 

Great Britain's “odious aggres- 

sion” against Madagascar an- 
nounced tonight that it has order- 

ed the strongest possible defence 
of the strategic island. 

Tonight's announcement of orders 
for all possible resistance by the 
French armed forces on Madagascar 
was made by Secretary of State for 
Colonies Jules Brevie, following 
day-long official consultations. 

The Vichy government, it was| 
stated, was in day-long radio cwon- 
tact with the Madagascar Governor 
General, Leon Annet, and the 
island's military commander, Maj. 
Gen, Paul Guillemet.

MANY COMPROMIGES 

Once section three is repealed, all 
kinds of compromise arrangements 
are possible and there is ns yet no 
reliable indication as to which one 
the government will favor. 

Here are a few: 

The voluntary system will be re- 
tained until it fails to provide suf- 
ficient men. Only when recruiting 


has broken down will compulsion 
be applied. 


The government might under- 
take to consult parliament again 
before applying overseas con- 
scription, Such a concession, it is 
believed, would be very welcome 
to Quebec.

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Edmonton's Loss 


Mr. D. M. Duggan was a_ long-time 
resident of Edmonton, and for more than 
twenty years has been a prominent figure 
in the public life of the city and province. 
For three years he was mayor of the city, 
and has occupied one of the Edmonton 
seats in the provincial legislature since 
1926. He was one of the leading financial 
men of the city. For some years he was 
the leader of the Conservative party in Al- 
berta, resigning to run as an Independent 
at the last provincial elections. 

No man was better known in Edmon- 
ton, and none more highly esteemed. His 
personal friendships were numberless, and 
they cut across political lines and financial 
bounds. Of kindly disposition, ‘‘Davie” 
was without enemies and enjoyed the un- 
qualified regard of even those who differed 
with him, There will be very general and 
very sincere regret at the passing of a fine 
type of citizen and a useful public man— 
the keener because he has passed at an 
age when there seemed to be a prospect of 
many more years of active life. 


That Won't Happen 


Gandhi’s Congress party decided, as 
expected, that it will do nothing to help 
the British, Americans and Chinese defend 
India, But the individual member of the 
party Js instructed to offer “non-violent, 
non-co-operative” resistance if a Japanese 
soldier should want to take possession of 
his home or property; resistance which 
would last just so long as it took the Jap- 
anese soldier to swing his bayonet. 

The Congressers are strong on one 
point, however. They voted 120 to 15 
against a resolution admitting the right of 
the Moslems to rule themselves. This blend 
of pacifism and bossism gives the Con- 
gress party a creed that must be unique 
among political programs. They won't 
fight to defend themselves, but demand 
that somebody make the fighting Moslems 
submit to be ruled by them. 

This makes quite certain that, what- 
ever may happen to India, the country will 
not have peace by consent of the Congress 
party. For should India be saved from 
Japanese conquest, any attempt to impose 
Hindu rule on the Moslems would have to 
be enforced by something more effective 
than non-violent non-co-operation. The 
fighting tribesmen can—and would—use 
their bayonets just as freely as the Japan- 
ese if the Gandhists tried to boss them 
around. ; 

Ts it the idea of the Congress party 
that, having protected India against the 
Japanese, the United Nations will then 
force the Moslems into subjection to the 
Hindus? They have another think coming, 


Chinese Bombers On The Scene 


The loss of Mandalay is no less serious 
because it was expected, nor because the 
ancient capital of Burma kings is now 
mainly ashes and debris. The city was the 
central pivot and headquarters of the 
British-Chinese defence line. Its loss leaves 
the Burma Road to China open to the 
enemy from the south, and they are re- 
ported to be also thrusting northwest, per- 
haps with a view to cutting off the British 
forces between the Irrawaddy and the 
coast. 

The invaders are now in possession of 
the bulk of Burma, of practically all the 
rubber country and part of the mineral 
area. A two-pronged offensive against 
China to the north and India to the west 
is a possibility, with Mandalay as the 
base. 

There is another side to the picture, 
however. Chungking reports that bombers 
flown by Chinese airmen have gone into 
action with “heavy and unexpected force” 
against the Japanese pushing up the 
Burma Road. This is the first mention of 
Chinese air forces in that area. It indicates 
that heavy aircraft have reached China, 
and that the American Volunteer Group 
and the R.A.F. contingent will have the 
assistance of badly needed reinforcements, 

Chinese fliers elsewhere have shown 
they are highly efficient, and if enough 
planes are reaching them the combined 
forces are likely to play sad havoc with 
enemy troops winding along the tortuous 
mountain road. The biggest news from 
Burma may be the news that the Chinese 
have got some airplanes. 


Australia Next? 


Whatever cones of it, no one can ever 
Say the Japanese lost the war through 
unwillingness to take chances. In that re- 
Spect their plan is exactly the reverse of 
the Hitler strategy. The Nazis have struck 
outward always from a central position, 
keeping the most direct and shortest pos- 
sible lines of communication with the home 
base. Tokyo has scattered its forces over 
a semi-circle of more than four thousand 
miles, the flank exposed to attack from 
Australia, the spearhead driving up the 
Burma Road to attack China in the rear. 

The Japanese military chiefs are of 
course aware of the dangers involved in so 
far-flung a battle line. That they are de- 
liberately taking the risks is proof of their 
confidence that they have the men and 
equipment to resist attacks by sea and air 
along this tremendous stretch of island- 
dotted ocean, 
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Hitler Probably Planning New Invasion Of Britain 


There is reason for the belief of leaders 
in Australia that an all-out offensive 
against that Allied bastion is in the mak- 
ing. Tokyo cannot afford to ignore the 
massing of enemy forces there and the 
growing menace to its supply lines and 
island bases. If these forces could be 
crushed or neutralized, the circuitous route

home the greater the danger that the 
whole scheme will end in disaster.

There are many reasons why

The first one, of course, is that 
he is afraid Britain will strike 
first. 

There is absolutely no doubt 
in the world that Britain and the 
United States have definitely de- 
cided to invade occupied Europe 
the very minute the submarine 
warfare in the Atlantic subsides 
sufficiently to enable the supply 
line between Britain and North 
America to be maintained, 

There was a hint yesterday 
that the appalling shipping losses, 
announced last week, might be 
somewhat under control. In short, 
the battle of the Atlantic is 
swinging slightly in our favor 
again. 

That means, not only that Bri- 
tain and the United States will 
soon be in a position to launch 
their European offensive, but also | 
that Britain will secure the re- | 
placements to make herself ab- 
solutely impregnable for all time. 

If Hitler wants to take Britain,

It has been said and with con-

preparing for a long war and 
counted upon the status quo be- 
ing, maintained in Britain, He 
had no idea, then, that Britain 
was planning an invasion of the 
continent. 


Now, he has no doubt of it. 
And he fears it tremendously. 
The terrific assaults by the Royal 
Air Force on continental indus- 
trial centres have begun to crip- 
ple his production and destroy 
German morale, 

Under these circumstances, he 
can no longer proceed at leisure 
to gather up adequate oi) sup- 
plies and rely on a submarine 
campaign to weaken Britain. He 
must gamble on a sudden move, 
a bold move, one single paralyz- 
ing action that will change the 
face of the war overnight. 

That move can only be an as- 
sault on the British Isles. 

Conditions are such today that 
only by completely knocking out 
Britain can he hope to win the 
war. More than that, it is only by 
completely knocking out Britain 


that he can hope to escape being 
knocked out himself. 

Is he, then, prepared to gamble 
everything on this one all-out 


assault? 
Luftwaffe 


There are a number of circum- 
stances that seem to indicate that 
he is thus prepared to gamble, 

The first is that he could not 
possibly risk a combined British 
and American invasion of Eur- 
ope which, however successfully 
it might be repelled, would still 
have the effect of throwing all 
Europe into a turmoil and prac- 
tically sabotaging all production 
in those great industrial plants 
he operates in Czecho-Slovakia, 
Austria, the Netherlands, Bel- 
gium and France, 

He could not risk’ an invasion 
that would probably be the sig-

thus upset the balance of the 
Balkans from which he hopes to 
draw large numbers of troops, 

A second circumstance is that 
he must be building up a great 
reserve air fleet since his pro- 
duction, during the past few 
months, must have been very 
much greater than his losses, 

As a matter of fact, German 
air activity, recently, has been 
greatly curtailed, It is being 
saved up for something. 

If it is not being saved up for 
a Russian offensive, which seems 
plainly to be petering out, for 
what is it intended? 

Unless new factors shortly 
enter into the situation, we can 
only conclude that all these cir- 
cumstances point pretty plainly 
to an early assault on Britain.

dians Would Obey Rul- 
ing of Majority

OTTAWA.—Twenty-five years 
ago conscription for overs€as ser- 
vice was the dominant political 
issue in this country, The de- 
bate on the second reading of the 
Military Service Act applies so 
closely to the present situation 
that it might well have taken 
place in February, 1942, instead 
of from June 18 to July 6, 1917. 

Then, as now, there was a 
sharp division of opinion as be- 
tween the voluntary and the com- 
pulsory systems of raising men 
for the army. The Borden gov- 
ernment on June 11, 1917, intro- 
duced the Military Service Act, 
which Pyaar for conscription, 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier realized the 
peril to unity. He believed that 
a substantial part of the English- 
speaking population was opposed 
to conscription and he stated as 
an incontrovertible fact that the 
French-Canadians were  over- 
whelmingly against it. 

As a sure means of preserving 
national unity he moved an 
amendment on the second read- 
ing of the bill, providing that a 
referendum or plebiscite be held. 
He argued that the Borden gov- 
ernment and the then House of 
Commons had given’ solemn 
pledges to the people not to apply 
conscription and therefore Par- 
liament had not the moral right 
to enact jit, 

If the people were consulted, 
he pledged himself and his prov- 
ince to loyally abide by the 
national verdict. 


Supported 


tn this declaration, Sir Wilfrid 
was supported by the Liberal 
members from Quebec. Among 
them were Ernest Lapointe, P. J. 
A. Cardin and Rodolphe Le- 
mieux. 

Sir Wilfrid spoke on June 18. 
He began by reciting the anti- 
conscription pledges given by Sir 
Robert Borden and his col- 
leagues. These pledges run to 
four pages in Hansard, 

Then, on page 2396, Sir Wilfrid 
developed his argument as fol- 
lows: 

“In the fact of all those pledges 
made by the government to Par- 
liament and through Parliament 
to the people I say that Parlia- 
ment has not the right to pass the 
law which it is now asked to pass. 
It has the power to pass it I know 
... but it has not the right, and 
might and right are two different 
things, as we know. Right against 
might js the very principle for

Again, page 2397: “I do not dis- | 


pute that parliament has the 
power, but again I dispute its 
right to exercise the compulsion 
which jit is sought to impose 
today. . , .

Cost Of Living! 
Index Unchanged 
During Month 


OTTAWA, May 5—(CP)—The 
Dominion bureau of statiatics re- 
ported yesterday its official index 
of living costs was unchanged 
April 1 from the March 2 figure of 
115.9, 

The standing at Feb. 2 was 115.7. 

The bureau's index is the official 
barometer of Canada’s cost-of-living 
and the basis of cost-of-living 
bonuses which may be paid under 
the government's wages stabilization 
program, 

The wartime increase between 
August, 1939, and April, 1942, now 
stands at 15 per cent. 

“All group indexes with the ex- 
ception of home furnishings and ser- 
vices were unchanged between 
March 2 and April 1,” the bureau 
teported. 


INCREASES OFFSET 

Scattered small increases were re- 
ported for a considerable number 
of foodstuffs, including butter, beef, 
tea, bananas and oranges. But the 
bureau said these were offset by 
“substantial declines’ for eggs and 
minor decreases for veal and po- 
tatoes, leaving the food index a‘ 
123.7. 

Rentals remained at 111.2, fuel 
and light at 112.9, and clothing at 
119.8. An increase in home furnish- 
ings and services from 118 to 118.1 
was attributed to a small increase 
in cleaning supplies. The miscel- 
laneous items index remained at 
107.1,

Halifax Port To 
Be Re-Organized 


OTTAWA, May 5.—(BUP)—In- 
formed government circles forecast 
last night that the government will 
radically re-organize the port of 
Halifax, It is suggested that Dean 
William MacDonald of Dalhousie 
law school will be named controller 
of the eastern port. 

The pending re-organization, 
government sources state, will be 
carried out by the federal Depart- 
ment of Labor, in co-operation 
with the National Harbors Board. 
Its chief effect, it is said, will be to 
place the federal authorities in 
charge of all unloading and steve- 
doring operations, and to bring 
about more efficiency in port ser- 
vices. 

The object of the predicted re- 
organization will be to reduce the 
time ships must spend in port. 
Authorities declare that the toll of 
allied shipping jin the battle of the 
Atlaygtic makes the matter one of 
first rank importance, 

Labor Minister Humphrey Mit- 
chell recently visited Halifax to 
personally investigate conditions 
there. The changes that the gov- 
ernment now proposes to put into 
effect are said to be the result of a 
study of the problem by the labor 
minister, 


More Than 7,000 
Killed In British 
Raids On Rostock 


NEW YORK, Mey 5.—(AP)—Be- 
tween 7,000 and 8,000 persons were 
killed in the German Baltic port of 
Rostock which the R.A.F. attacked 
last month for four straight nights, 
the Stockholm correspondent of the 
New York Times said today in quot- 
ing reliable travellers arriving from 
Berjin. 

More than 30,000 persons also are 
homeless, and many of the city’s 
refugees are ciimped in the open be- 
cause of a tack of Nazi welfare 
facilities, the dispatch said. 

Berliners were reported feeling 
uneasy and ‘those with the right 
army or party connections were 
sending theit wives and children 
out of the capital.

Telling of the disaster that left 
him and five of his shipmates float- 
ing on the still chilly Atlantic and 
killed an unknown number of his 
ship's crew, Hilcken said the voy- 
age was jinxed from the moment 
they left Africa. 

“We sailed on Friday the 13th,” 
he said, “and it was exactly three 
weeks to the Friday that a German 
torpedo hit us amidships. The ship 
went down in five minutes and we 
barely had time to dump the life- 


rafis overboard and jump for 
them.”

raft. With them they had one can 
of hard tack, half a can of graham 
crackers and one barrel of water.

VANCOUVER, May 5.—(CP)— 
Ald. H. D. Wilson, chairman of

Wilson declared the natural flow 
of air traffic to the north was 
through Vancouver.

Whereas this legislation was en- 
acted by the Alberta provincial 
legislature at the express wish of 
the majority of the voters of the

Whereas we believe this dis- 
allowance Was the result of repre- 
sentations by agents of financial 
institutions and 

Whereas the procedure of waiting 
over one year and then disallowing 
this legislation and, further, detain- 
ing the notification of the action 
until after the prorogation of the 
1942 session of the Alberta legis- 
lature... prevented the Alberta 
legislature from introducing any 
alternative legislation for the pro- 
tection of the honest debtors of the 
province at this session. 


ARBITRARY ACTION 

Therefore be it resolved that we, 
the Progress Social Credit Group 
of Edmonton, Alberta, do vigorously 
protest this arbitrary and unjusti- 
fied action of the Dominion gov- 
ernment and demand that this and 
any other provincial legjslation 
which is the will of the people of 
the province of Alberta be not dis-

City Taxes Show 
Favorable Trend 


City land and business taxes for 
the period ending April 30, 1942, 
amounted to $1,648,187.06 compared 
with $1,639,427.98 for the corre- 
sponding period last year, an in- 
crease of $8,759.08, a report filed 
Tuesday by Thomas Walker, city 
assessor, revealed, 

Current land taxes collected 
amounted to $1,292,605.81 compared 
with $1,208,597.26 last year, and ar- 
rears of land taxes ’in 1942 to $336,- 
626.08 against $327,033 last year. 

Arrears of business taxes collect- 
ed in 1942 totalled $18,553.78, com- 
pared with $13,649.87, and on cure 
rent business tax the 1942 collection 
was $401.39 compared with $147.18 
last year. 

Land department sales for the

Quoting the “always dresses,

| Russian pant-wearing women
